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Double Feature To Inaugurate Monthly 
Meeting Programs 
Drs. James H. Pearce and W. H. Kubacki, October Essayists 


Two of Chicago’s well known pros- 
thodontists will be on hand to tell all 
about the fine points of denture construc- 
tion at the October monthly meeting. 
The meeting will be held in the North 
Ballroom of the Stevens Hotel, Tuesday 
evening, October 21. Dr. James H. 
Pearce of Northwestern and Dr. W. 
Howard Kubacki of Illinois will be the 
speakers and their subjects will be “Im- 
pression Taking” and “Centric Registra- 
tion.” The Monthly Meeting Program 
Committee of which Dr. Russell Boothe 
is chairman, is sure that this program is 
just what the doctor ordered for the 
average dentist who has _ occasional 
trouble with his denture making. There 
will be no mass of technical verbiage 
which sometimes is over the head of the 
audience but, rather, down-to-earth 
facts that will insure better and more 
profitable denture service. 


IMPRESSION TAKING AND CENTRIC 
REGISTRATION 


Because all denture work is ordained 
to rise or fall upon the ability of the 
operator to take accurate impressions, 
this phase of denture construction will 
receive first consideration. Dr. Pearce 
will talk on the principles and practice 
of impression taking for complete den- 


tures. He will cover the subject from the 
point of the edentulous mouth and of the 
immediate denture. He will stress par- 
ticularly techniques that will be useful 
to the man in general practice. He will 
illustrate his lecture with lantern slides 
and will divulge all this useful informa- 
tion in the space of twenty minutes. 

The subject of “Centric Registration” 
is another item about which thousands of 
words have been written. As the words 
pile up confusion sometimes seems worse 
confounded. Getting away from the 
purely technical side of the issue, Dr. 
Kubacki will present the problem of de- 
termining the normal limits of the pa- 
tient within which dentures function. He 
will show his methods of arriving at a 
satisfactory answer to the problem and 
he, too, will do all this in the twenty 
minutes allotted him. 

Following the essay echiels several 
table clinics by local prosthodontists will 
be presented. The names of these clin- 
icians will be published in the next issue 
of the Fortnightly Review.

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What Now?

As you already know, an interesting device was developed by 
our scientific military brains during the recent war. It proved 
highly successful in that war and was one of the many me- 
chanical marvels which assisted greatly in knocking off two 
tough adversaries. In due course this wonderful gadget will 
come to all civilian soldiers. The switch over from military 
to civilian usage is now in the offing, and only a few minor de- 
tails are yet to be worked out. By the time the “call of the 
wild” comes to you in the fall, this boon to hunters will be 
plentiful, and all the sporting goods houses should be able 
to meet the terrific demand. 

If the advance notices, as given by the guiding genius of this 
project, come anywhere near fulfillment, the game in this 
country and in all countries will have to develop new pro- 
tective devices in order to thwart extermination. Nothing, it 
seems, will be immune to this new and revolutionary weapon. 
Oh, yes, I forgot to tell you what it is—it is the proximity fuse for all types of civilian 
firearms. It outmodes the modern military fuse to such a degree that the next war 
can be fought and won from the comparative security of the copper mines under the 
city of Butte, Montana. In case you are vitally interested, the Chamber of Commerce 
at Butte will forward, at your request, a glowing prospectus on “Why you should 
stay away from Butte.” In part it will say something like this: “People over the years 
have dug little holes in the ground and placed little houses with crescents under the 
eaves over them; while we at Butte have dug big holes in the ground and placed 
acity over them.” So, you see, they outdo everybody and everything in that glittering 
city (at night). A man’s education is by no means complete until he has made the 
rounds of that fair city (at night). 

Let’s get back to the fuse, shall we? For example, in the nose of a .23 caliber projec- 
tile is placed a tiny gadget the size and shape of a dicotyledon containing a dropule of 
electronic essence. (See Reader’s Digest, May, 1946, or Atlantic Monthly, March, 
1946.) In the stock of said piece is an intricate network of baryllium wires inter- 
spersed by radio and radar active tubes mounted on bands of plutonium ribs embrac- 
ing mono-cyclic cells of uranium 239 plus and further engaging multiple discs of ozite 
which in turn coalesce with magnetic plates of Byrneite in order to facilitate the true 
reaction and interaction of transcendite subrosa. Integrated with and diametrically 
opposed to the above is a battery of precipitrons totally or partially enucleated in toto 
whose sole objective is instability. The remaining precipitrons act as the catalyst in 
the reaction detonation which is so gentle that even a baby can absorb it.

Trajectory (high or low) allow- 
ances are made as the mirror target image intersects tangentially with the transcopic 
arc as formerly described.

ADVISORY HOSPITAL COUNCIL 


The Advisory Hospital Council of the 
State of Illinois held its first meeting 
Friday, September 12, in Springfield at 


the office of the Director of Public 
Health. The Council was appointed by 
Governor Green under authority of the 
legislature (HB 284) to advise and con- 
sult with the Department of Public 
Health in carrying out the administration 
of the Hospital Survey and Construction 
Act, enacted by the 79th Congress. This 
act provides grants-in-aid to the States 
“to assist them in making inventories of 
existing facilities; to survey the need for 
construction of hospitals and to develop 
programs for construction of such public 
and other nonprofit hospitals as well, in 
conjunction with existing facilities, afford 
the necessary physical facilities for fur- 
nishing adequate hospital, clinic and 
similar services to all other people.” 

The Council consists of the Director 
of Public Health who serves as chairman, 
ex-officio; the Director of the Illinois 
Public Aid Commission, ex-officio; the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Welfare, ex-officio; and the following: 
five individuals from the field of hospital 
administration, five individuals in the 
fields of medicine, surgery and dentistry 
and five individuals with a public inter- 
est. Dr. James H. Keith of Evanston is 
dentistry’s representative on the Council. 

At its first meeting the Council dis- 
cussed the shortage of hospital beds. in 
the State. The Department of Public 
Health estimates that Illinois has a 40,000 
bed deficit. With hospital costs what they 
are this would mean an expenditure of 
$400,000,000. The State Legislature has 
appropriated only $4,675,000 for general 
hospitals for the current biennium so that 
even with federal funds, Illinois will fall 
far short of its goal. 

Preliminary surveys have been made of 
existing facilities and priorities deter- 
mined upon basis of need. As would be 
expected, the areas of direct need are the 
rural areas and it is these areas that are 
given first priority, with Chicago and its

NEW HOME FOR 
CHICAGO MEDICAL SOCIETY 


A million dollar permanent home for 
the Chicago Medical Society, one of the 
largest medical groups in the country, is 
now being considered by officers of that 
organization who are making plans for 
its erection as part of the Chicago Me- 
dical Center on the West Side. 

The medical society now rents office 
space at 30 North Michigan Avenue. 
Tentative plans are to erect a building of 
not more than five stories with space for 
offices, an auditorium seating from 800 
to 1,000 people, meeting places for nine- 
teen special groups, a libarary and a 
museum. 

The society has increased its dues and 
plans a subscription campaign to: raise 
approximately two million dollars to con- 
struct, equip and maintain the building.

in 1950, the centennial year. The society 
has 6,000 members. 


EXHIBIT DRAMATIZES STORY 
OF HUMAN DEVELOPMENT 


“The Miracle of Growth,” a new ex- 
hibit dramatizing the story of human 
development from conception to adult- 
hood, is now open at the Museum of 
Science and Industry at 57th Street and 
Lake Michigan. The exhibit, which was 
prepared by the professional college of 
the University of Illinois, is considered 
an outstanding contribution to public 
education. As a graphic presentation of 
the “facts of life” it reveals the miracle 
of procreation and the development of 
the individual in its entirety, so that 
through complete knowledge there may 
come to every person a better oppor- 
tunity to live a healthy, full and satis- 
factory life. 

Commencing with the union of the 
sperm and ovum, the exhibit traces the 
growth of the fetus through birth and the 
subsequent development of the infant to 
adulthood in a vivid sequence that com- 
bines frankness, dignity and simplicity.
